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Corbett launches 
coordination effort 
for ’88 conference 


After two years as executive director 
of Enrollment Management, Edward M. 
Corbett Jr. has been named special 
assistant to the provost/international 
conference coordinator.

Dr. Lee and administrators to testify 
before 12-member federal commission 


President Jerry C. Lee and a panel of 
Gallaudet administrators will testify 
before the newly established federal 
Commission on Education of the Deaf 


during its next meeting, March 17 
to 20. 


Testifying in addition to Dr. Lee will 
be Doin Hicks, vice president of the 
Office of Institutional Research, Plan- 
ning and Evaluation; Robert Davila, vice 
president of Pre-College Programs; 
Mervin Garretson, special assistant to 
the president; Catherine Ingold, provost; 
and Michael Karchmer, associate dean 
of research and administrator of the 
Gallaudet Research Institute. 


The commission, authorized by the 
Education of the Deaf Act of 1986, is 
conducting a two-year study of the 
current status of deaf education 
programs in the United States. The 
following are brief descriptions of 
commission members. 


Frank Bowe, commission chair, is 
working part-time as director of 
research at the U.S. Architectural and 
Transportation Barriers Compliance 
Board. He has more than 15 years of 
experience as a management executive 
in both the public and private sectors. 


Gary Austin is director and chair of 
the Rehabilitation Institute at Southern 


Illinois University at Carbondale. For 
the past 20 years, he has been an 
active educator, researcher and leader 
in the rehabilitation of persons with 
disabilities. 

William Gainer is associate director 
of the General Accounting Office’s 
Division of Human Resources, responsi- 
ble for all of the GAO’s work on 
employment, training and educational 
issues. He has testified before Congress 
on education and labor problems. 


Gertrude Galloway is assistant 
principal of the Maryland School for the 
Deaf. A Gallaudet graduate, teacher 
and author, she has served on numerous 
deafness-related advisory boards. 

Peter Greenough chairs the Bio- 
Ethics Committee of the March of 
Dimes, heads the A.G. Bell Association 
Foundation and is a board member of 
the Eden Institute. He was formerly an 
editorial writer for the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer and a financial columnist for the 
Boston Globe. 


Patricia Hughes is a community 
outreach coordinator in the Community 
Service Center for the Deaf and Hard 
of Hearing in Seattle. She has worked 
for the National Association of the 
Deaf, and currently serves on several 
deafness-related committees.

Board of Trustees approves graduate 
programs, honorary doctorate awards 


Three new graduate-level programs 
were among proposals approved by the 
Gallaudet University Board of Trustees 
during its February meeting. 


Two master’s degree programs were 
accepted for the School of Education 
and Human Services (SEHS). One is a 
master of science program in adminis- 
tration in the Department of Adminis- 
tration and Supervision; the other is a 
master of arts program in research and 
evaluation in the Department of 
Educational Foundations and Research. 


Also accepted was a master of 
science program in communication dis- 
orders in the Department of Audiology, 
School of Communication. 


The board voted to award honorary 
doctorates to four individuals at 
Gallaudet’s commencement exercises on 
May 18. Sen. Paul Simon (D-IIl.), who 
is scheduled to be the commencement 
speaker, and Rep. Silvio Conte (R- 
Mass.) will receive honorary doctor of 
laws degrees. Slated to receive 
honorary doctor of humane letters 
degrees are actresses Phyllis Frelich and 
Marlee Matlin. 


For the first time in a board meeting, 
President Jerry C. Lee shared the ses- 


sion with members of the President’s 
Council on Deafness (PCD), who 
presented an orientation on deaf culture 
to the trustees. Presenters were Dr. 
Barbara Kannapell, Florence Vold, Rae 
Johnson, Marianne Sasseen and Nancy 
Bloch. Board Chairman Jane Bassett 
Spilman expressed appreciation to the 
PCD on behalf of the board. 

Other action items included the re- 
appointment of Rex Lowman to the 
committee overseeing the Graduate 
Fellowship Fund, sponsored by the Gal- 
laudet University Alumni Association; 
approval of the establishment of gradu- 
ate study assistantships, to be present- 
ed in the form of tuition waivers 
beginning in the next academic year; 
and revisions to policies related to an- 
nual and sick leave, retirement, service 
awards and Gallaudet’s Certified Profes- 
sional Secretary 
Program. The Personnel Office will 
soon be distributing information on 
these revisions to all budget unit heads. 

In addition, the board approved the 
selection of Peat, Marwick, Mitchell and 
Co. as the University’s auditors for 
another year. 

The next meeting of the full board 
will be in May.
